Train Ambushed. 

Military sources here said the 
Vietminh were trying to cut the 
road between Phuly and Hanoi. 
The Reds ambushed a French 
supply train along the road yes- 
terday, but a French tank col- 
umn drove off the rebels. 

The high command, trying des- 

rérately to keep the route open, 
ordered reinforced patrols out to 
protect it. 
. Increased rebel pressure was 
reported all along the eastern 
edge of the Delta and in Hadong 
province in the immediate vicini- 
ty of Hanoi. Authorities sald 
Red commandos recently raided 
the city of Hadong only six miles 
from here and destroyed gaso- 
line stores. 

A number of passengers were 
killed in the attacks on two 
trains on the 58-mile-long route 
from Hanoi to the port city of 
Haiphong, through which French 
Union forces receive their sup- 
plies. 

French pilots, flying Ameri- 
ean B-26 light bombers and 
Privateer patrol bombers, at- 
tacked Vietminh supply routes 
and dropped flaming napalm on 
Communist bases between Hanoi 
and Haiphong. 

Other French planes bombed 
rebel bases south and southeast 
of Hanoi yesterday while others 
pounded the roads over which 
rebel Gen. Vo Nguyen Giap is 
éxpected. to bring his victorious 
troops from Dien Bien Phu.

SPONSORSHIP OF 
HEARING ALLOWED 


were made available today for 
commercial television sponsor- 
ship under certain conditions. 

The Senate Investigating sub- 
committee said it will permit 
sponsored telecasts provided the 
hearings are carried in their en- 
tirety “without interruption by 
commentary.” A subcommittee 
statement said the name of the 
sponsor may be given at the 
opening and close of the hear- 
ings and during official recesses. 
The statement was drawn up 
and approved yesterday in a 
closed-door meeting of the sub- 
committee. 

It said the new rule was 
adopted “in recognition of the 
value and service of live cover- 
tage of the committee’ hearings 
as we have observed the re- 
sults.” 

Only two networks—Dumont 
and American Broadcasting Co. 
—are televising the hearings on 
a live basis at present. National 
Broadcasting Co. network car- 
ried live telecasts for several 
days at the start of the hearings 
on April 22, but then withdrew. 
NBC and CBS now are carrying 
excerpts at night.

Eden’s Suggestions. 

British Foreign Secretary An- 
thony Eden followed Bidault in 
the Korean conference and out- 
lined five basic principles as a 
basis for a settlement of the Ko- 
rean problem. . 

His five points: 

1. Elections should be held 
for the formation of an -.all-Ko- 
rean government. 

2. These elections should truly 
reflect the people’s will, taking 
account of the distribution of 
the population between north 
and south. 

3. They should be based on 
universal adult suffrage and the 
secret ballot. They should be 
held as soon as possible in con- 
ditions of genuine freedom. 

4. They must be internation- 
ally supervised, and: in the Brit- 
ish view this supervision should 
be conducted under the auspices 
of the United Nations. This idea 


said, and 200 tons of supplies 
were flown in every day when 
decent flying weather prevailed.

SECURITY COUNCIL SMOKING 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., May 
13 (AP)—Smoking was allowed 
in the Security Council -yester- 
day for the first time in the 
U.N.’s eight-year history.

Not Mentioned Before. 

Indonesia and India have not 
been among the 10 nations 
previously mentioned as possible 
members of the proposed alli- 
ance. Indonesian Ambassador 
Moekarto Notowidigdo and In- 
dian Ambassador G. L. Mehta 
talked with Deputy Under Sec- 
retary of State Robert D. Mur- 
phy.

French, Reds Work Out Details 
For Evacuation of the Wounded 


Airlift of Transport Planes or Helicopters 
to Take Disabled Soldiers Out of 


Dien Bien Phu. 


HANOI, May 13 (UP)—The 
French and the Communists 
worked out details today for 
evacuation of hundreds of 
wounded French prisoners of the 


Reds from Dien Bien Phu. 

An airlift of transport planes 
or helicopters will take disabled 
soldiers out of the fallen fort- 
ress shortly, French authorities 
said. 

A French mercy mission flew 
to Dien Bien Phu and conferred 
with the Communists for four 
hours to work out a detailed 
plan for removing an estimated 
700 seriously wounded French 
troops. 

The mission flew back to Laos 
in its helicopter marked with 
Red Crosses after discussing 
technical details with the Reds 
and handing them mail for 
members of the captured garri- 
son. 

There was no immediate word 
on what news the mission got 
of the bastion’s commander, 
Brig. Gen. Christian de Castries, 
and its lone woman, nurse Gen- 
evieve de Galard-Terraube. 


Phu’s airstrip to receive the big 
French transports, filling in the 
trenches and shell holes which 
wrecked it during the 56 days of 
rebel attack. 

Huard’s party took off from 
Luang Prabang, the royal Lao- 
tian capital 115 miles southwest 
of Dien Bien, Phu. Accompany- 
ing’ Huard were two French 
Army medical officers, French 
air transport experts to survey 
the landing facilities, and the 
helicopter crew. 

Most of the wounded were to 
be taken to Hanoi. 

The French announced their 
transports had dropped more 
than nine tons of ice, food, medi- 
cal supplies and equipment for 
the wounded concentrated near 
the battlefield of Dien Bien Phu. 
The Vietminh have marked off 
the entire area with red crosses 
and assembled the French casu- 
alties in tents there. Doctors in 
the fortress when it fell are at- 
tending the wounded.

One was the extension for a 
year, to April 1, 1955, of the 52 
per cent corporation tax rate.

Administration Request. 

The Administration asked for 
this to bring in an extra $1,200,- 
000,000 of revenue in the next 
year.

|} —Intelligence reports reveal for 


the first time that Russian ad- 
visers now are helping guide 
Communist military strategy in 
Indochina. ‘ 
‘The Soviet “advisers” or 
“supervisors” work with Viet- 
minh rebel officers down to the 
division level. They also are 
helping train Chinese Commu- 
nist officers for the war. 

These facts were disclosed 
last night in'a long summary 
of “The New Colonialism in 
Asia: Sino-Soviet Penetration of 
Indochina.” The document was 
“based on hard intelligence 
facts,” official informants said, 
but the exact source was not re- 
vealed for security reasons. 

Down to Division Level. 

“In the Vietminh itself there 
are Soviet and Chinese Commu- 
nist ‘advisers’ and “supervisors’ 
in the military organization down 
at least to the division level,” 
the report said. “Communist po- 
litical control continues down to 
the company level in the mili- 
tary and is spread throughout 
the administrative hierarchy.” 

The report also listed these 
other signs of Soviet assistance 
for the Red rebel forces fighting 
in Indochina: 

1. Training of. Chinese Com- 
munist officers for the war. 

2. Supplies and equipment 
from Russia and other satellites, 
including telecommunications 
devices, explosives, heavy cali- 
ber guns, trucks, gasoline, tires, 
machine tools, and other “mili- 
tary devices.” 

Czech-Printed Currency, 

“A sidelight of Soviet support 
of the Vietminh is that its cur- 
rency is printed in Czechoslo- 
vakia” which also has been sup- 
plying Skoda-built automatic 
rifles, the report said. 

The United States has public- 
ly acknowledged that Red 


China’s material aid and per- 
sonnel were being thrown into 
the war on an increasing scale. 
This aid was given credit for 
bringing about the fall of the 
French fortress of Dien Bien 
Phu. Now it appears the Rus- 
sians may also have played an 
important role in guiding Com- 
munist strategy during the siege. 

“While Chinese Communist 
noms vert of, and possible direct 
participation in, the, Indochinese 
war is most obvious, there also 
is Soviet activity,” the report 
said. 

“The operations of the war 
are conducted by two organiza- 
tions, known as the Sino-Drv 
(Vietminh) alliance and _ the 
Sino-Drv joint military opera- 
tions commission located at 
Nanning, Kwangsi (China), A 
Soviet advisory commission is 
attached to the alliance. 

“The U.S.S.R._ furnishes tele- 
communications equipment, ex- 
plosives, and heavier caliber 
guns along with its technical, 
military and ‘cultural’ advice.” 

Direct Evidence Found. 

The report said direct evi- 
dence of Soviet material support 
was uncovered by a French raid 
into northern Indochina in July 
1953. Among other things, the 
French found 1000 Skoda Czech 
automatic rifles, six Russian 
Molotova trucks, 57 truck en- 
gines, explosives and other arms. 

The report said Soviet, satel- 
lite and Chinese supplies gener- 
ally move to Indochina through 
Nanning under direction of an 
“Aid the Vietminh Committee.” 

It said political agents were 
dispatched into Indochina from 
Red China through another or-'| 
ganization known as “The Chi- 
nese People’s Volunteers to 
Help Viet Nam.” It recalled 
that “volunteers” was the same 
term used to cloak Chinese Com- 
munist intervention in the Ko- 
rean war,

this purpose last February. 

Although no make of machine 
was specifically mentioned in 
the report, recommendations of 
the board indicated a preference 
for the larger type machine 
manufactured by the Shoup Vot- 
ifig Machine Corp. of Philadel- 
phifa, one of two types displayed 
at the county election office. 

Cost of Shoup Machines. 

The Shoup machines for which 
preference was indicated are 
listed at $1599 each. At this 
prise, the county would be able 
to buy only 400 of the devices 
with bond funds available. 

The report pointed out, how- 
ever, that both the Shoup com- 
parry and its chief competitor, 
Autematic Voting Machine Corp. 
of Jamestown, N. Y., both have 
flexible purchase and _ rental 
pregrams and expressed belief 
that some arrangement could be 
made to obtain the required 
number at one time. 

The report requested that the 
copmty purchasing agent be di- 
reeted to advertise for sealed 
bids for the supplying of voting 
machines. The board recom- 
mended that all bidders be re- 
quired to. guarantee that no

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Vandalism in Missouri Capitol — 
May Force Closing on Weekends

JEFFERSON CITY, May 13— 
Increasing vandalism in _ the 
Missouri State Capitol, attri- 
byted to tourists or other vis- 
itors to the $10,000,000 building, 
may necessitate closing the state 
house to visitors on Saturdays 
and Sundays, Gov. Phil M. Don- 
nelly said today. 

The Board of Public Build- 
ings, of which Donnelly is chair- 
man, is considering a proposal 
to bar visitors on the two days, 
when most of the State Depart- 
ments in the building are closed 
and only two board employes, 
one guide and one receptionist, 
are on daytime duty. 

Ralph McSweeney, building di- 
rector, said the volume of van- 
dalism and damage has been 
steadily increasing this spring. 
He said it had not been deter- 


mined whether the damage was 
caused by some of the thousands 
of school children who visit the 
building in the spring, or older 
tourists. 

McSweeney said the damage 
included lipstick and oil crayon 
writing on marble wainscoting, 
corridor walls and paintings, 
which is difficult to remove; ob- 
scene pictures and phrases or 
walls and removal 6f brass door 
knobs. 

One visitor removed a large 
metal handle from the steel 
door of a storage vault across 
a corridor from the Gevernor’s 
suite of offices. Padlocks had 
been pried from two fifth-floor 
doors on a stairway leading to 
the dome, and other damage re- 
ported.

MUNSAN, May 13 (AP)— 
Swiss and Swedish members of 
the Neutral Nations Supervisory 
Commission today accused Com- 
munist Czech 
bers of blocking 
policing of Red-held 
Korea. 

In a letter to the United Na- 
tions,.Command, the Swiss and 
Swedes said they “decline any 
responsibility for the state of

cooperation of Czechoslovak and 
Polish colleagues. . 

The letter answered one from 
the U.N. comfhand accusing the 
Reds of preventing investigation 
of U.N. charges that the Reds 
are violating the armistice by 

bringing men and equipment 
into North Korea. Under terms 
of the truce each side may re- 
place, but not build up, men and 
supplies in Korea. 

The four-nation supervisory 
commission is charged with 
policing the rotation of soldiers 
and war materiel into both North 
and South Korea. 

The letter to the U.N. com- 
mand was signed by Swedish 
Maj. Gen. Paul Mohn and Swiss 
Brig. Gen. Ernst Gross. 

Urge Re-eaamination. 

The two neutrals called for a 
new look by the Military Armis- 
tice Commission at the “whole 
problem of supervision and 
especially of investigations con- 
cerning alleged violations of the 
armistice agreement.” 

“Under the present circum- 
stances,” the two generals de-. 
clared, “the Neutral Nations 
Supervisory Commission will not 
be in a position to operate as 
was probably intended by the 
signatories of the armistice 
agreement.” 

The Military Armistice Com- 
mission, made up of Allied and 
Communist delegates, is the final 
authority on interpretation of 
the Korean. truce. 

The Swiss and Swedes said it 
was “apparent from the start” of 
their work that there “were too 
many loopholes left to permit 
the application of a thorough 
control of the rotation of mili- 
tary personnel and the replace- 
ment of combat materiel.” 

‘Restrictive Practices.’ 

“In addition,” the two neutrals 
declared, “the operations of this 
commission were hampered by 
the fact that in many instances 
the vote of its four members 
was found to be equally divided, 
resulting in a deadlock.” 

The letter said that inspection 
teams in Communist territory 
have been unable to operate ef- 
ficiently “owing to the restric- 
tive practices imposed on the 
activities of the teams by their 
Czechoslovak and Polish mem- 
bers.”

Hoey, a Senator since 1945, 
headed the Senate Investigations 
subcommittee until Senator 
McCarthy (Rep.), Wisconsin, took 
over after the Republicans came 
into power last year. Under 
Hoey, the group exposed the 
5 percenter scandals and deals 
in surplus Government tankers. 

(Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon, in paying tribute to Hoey 
last night, praised investigating 
committee chairmen “who go 
after the facts rather than head- 
lines.” Nixon did not mention 
McCarthy or the present Army- 
McCarthy hearings by name in 
praising Hoey, but he left little 
doubt he was talking about them. 

(The V.ce President told Unit- 
ed Press Hoey as chairman “fol- 
lowed procedures which were a 
model of fairness and which all 
committees and chairmen might 
well follow. The result was that 
his investigating subcommittee 
had a record of solid accomplish-

He was found 
seated at his office desk not 
long after he had attended a 
long committee session.

picture on Capitol Hill of the 
legislator of bygone years. He 
wore a frock coat, high-topped 
shoes, a high collar and old- 
fashioned ties. He sported a 
fresh carnation in his lapel 
every day. 
Publisher at ‘Age 16. 

Hoey .was born at Shelby, 
N. C., Dec. 11, 1877. At age 12 
he became a printer’s assistant. 
Four years later he bought a 
county newspaper which he 
edited and published for the 
next 14 years. 

Meanwhile he studied law and 
began his way up in politics. 
He won election to the state 
House of Representatives in 
1898, to the state Senate in 
1902, was appointed an assistant 
United States attorney in 1913. 
In 1920 he served briefly in the 
United States House of Repre- 
sentatives. Then he returned 
to law practice for 16 years, won 
election as Governor 1937-41, 
and went to the United States 
Senate in 1945. 

He will be buried at Shelby 
Saturday afternoon. 

Senators in the present Con- 
gress who have died, in addi- 
tion to Hoey and Smith, were 
Taft (Rep.), Ohio, Tobey (Rep.), 
New Hampshire, and Griswold 
(Rep.), Nebraska.

The council approved the plan 
in outline ‘at a winter meeting 
in Florida but decided to re- 
view a written draft at the Chi- 
cago meeting. 

Fights between rival AFL 
unions over the right to repre- 
sent workers on particular jobs 
long have plagued the AFL and 
employers, particularly in the 
construction industry. 

The plan is admittedly an in- 
complete solution of the prob- 
lem, but it has been described 
by AFL President George Meany 
as a step forward. 

The proposal, applying only 
to unidns willing to accept it in 
advance, would establish a sys- 
tem of mediation of disputes 
between AFL unions, with a 


final step of arbitration. That 
means the subscribing unions 
would agree to let a neutral 
work out a binding solution of 
any jobs-right problems. 


Those unions unwilling to go 
along would have disputes set- 
tled by regular AFL machinery.

Whether and how Dirksen pur- 
sued the subject is not developed 
in the hearing transcript, for the 
discussion immediately following 
was conducted off the record.

Hearings Held.

This resembles the situation 
in Washington with the speeches 
of Democratic Senators attack- 
ing the Eisenhower-Dulles poli- 
cy being given great prominence 
in the European press. 

Hard Task for Dulles. 

Secretary of State Dulles must 
not only undertake to restore bi- 
partisan support at home but he 
must also press for action on 
the defense pact that American 
policy rates as essential either 
with or without Indochina. This 
is the most formidable trial the 
Secretary has faced in his year 
and a half in an office second 
only to the presidency in the 
difficulties and dissensions that 
beset. it.

The-Marital Deduction 

Andrew’s will, drawn before 1948, did not take 
advantage of the “marital deduction” provided in the 
1948 tax law. Andrew learned that his plan was out 
of date when he reviewed his will with his own 
lawyer and one of our trust officers. He learned that

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- On President Eisenhower's desk is the bill to 
authorize the Federal Government to participate 
in the construction of the Jefferson National 
Expansion Memorial on the St. Louis riverfront. 
Since it reaches the White House only after 
passage by both the Senate and the House, there 
is every reason to believe that the President will 
sign this modest bill. 

We say “modest bill” because the measure is 
modesty itself. The legislation before the Presi- 
dent expressly provides that no United States 
Government funds are to be sought, much less 
appropriated, until the federal budget is bal- 
anced. There is also a restriction that no federal 
money may be spent on the construction of the 
Saarinen arch, which is the central architectural 
device in the prize-winning competition plan. 

Were the bill to propose a large federal appro- 
priation at this time, the Post-Dispatch would 
oppose it as not in keeping with current federal 
requirements. Since it goes so far as to condition 
federal participation on the achievement of a 
balanced budget, the prospect of federal funds 
in the near future, on the basis of this bill, is 
not at all bright. 

As for the limitation against use of federal 
money for the inspirational arch, that may or 
may not have been necessary to get the present 


purchaseable on as easy terms as a refrigerator 
or a television set—10 per cent down and 12 
months to pay. On the airlines, that is. Ameri- 
cans abroad will spend $1,368,000,000 this sum- 
mer, in the estimation of the American Ex- 
press Co.

Needed for Bipartisan Policy 

By absolving the Democrats of Senator Mc- 
Carthy’s charge that they are the “party of 
treason,” President Eisenhower and Senator 
Knowland have taken a welcome step toward 
smoothing over recent party divisions on foreign 
policy. Other steps will be needed on both 
sides if anything like a bipartisan foreign policy 
is to be developed. 

One difficulty on both sides is the discrepancy 


authorization bill passed. It should not be taken ~ between policy as formally defined by the party

They have said that the United States 
Government recognizes its obligation to develop 
this historic ground as befits National Park 
Service property. They have said that eventually 
this will be done. 

The national character of this project is clear 
from the sponsorship of the legislation. Senators 
Martin of Pennsylvania, Anderson of New Mexi- 
co and Morse of Oregon joined Senators Hen- 
nings and Symington of Missouri in introducing 
the Senate bill. In the House five bills brought 
together the three St. Louis Representatives, 
Karsten, Curtis and Sullivan, and two Illinois 
Representatives, Price and Bishop. These 10 
sponsors included members of both parties and 
the Senate’s one Independent member. 

As the bill awaits Mr. Eisenhower’s signature, 
it may be noted that while the area is still St. 
Louis's largest parking lot, it is also becoming 
much more. The ground is being graded and 
planted. The squares that connect the Old Court- 
house with the riverfront expanse are already 
attractive gardens. The rock escarpment at 
which Laclede landed his boat in 1764 has been 
landscaped. The Old Cathedral shows off to bet- 
ter advantage than ever before. And the open- 
ing of the first section of the Third Street ex- 
pressway suggests what beauty is to be. 

So confident ave we the President will sign 
the authorization bill that we suggest at least 
one of the pens be sent to the National Park 
Service museum in the Old Courthouse for per- 
manent display. 
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A Proper Change of Mind 

The St. Louis Board of Estimate executed a 
swift and proper about face in appropriating 
$28,000 from parking meter funds for off-street 
parking needs. A week ago the board had in 
effect said nothing doing to a request for the 
money. 

Credit for changing the board’s mind goes to 
Chairman R. J. Stone of the Off-Street Parking 
Commission. As he pointed out, the cost of 
the studies is so small and the parking situation 
so serious that financing should not be per- 
mitted to delay the development of a master 
plan covering both downtown and the neigh- 
borhoods. 

Cheap and plentiful off-street parking will 
have to be developed in or near the downtown 
district and in or close to the city’s many 
neighborhood business centers if they are not 
to stagnate. It is an economic necessity. Shop- 
ping areas lacking such facilities are at a de- 
cided competitive disadvantage. The sooner St. 
Louis has a master plan for off-street parking, 
the sooner it can begin intelligently to create 
the facilities it must have. 
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An Atomic Plant for Asia 

The great ideas are the simple ones. United 
States Supreme Court Justice Douglas has come 
forth with a very simple idea for improving the 
deteriorating relationship between this country 
and the peoples of Asia. It is that the United 
States build, somewhere on Asian soil, an atomic 
energy plant dedicated to peace. 

It would take the self-professed “realists” no 
longer than the blink of an eye to think up 
countless “realistic” reasons against Justice 
Douglas’s proposal. There would be risks in 
building an atomic plant outside the reach of 
our own guards and security clearances and 
counter-spies. 

Yet when President Eisenhower proposed that 
the Soviet Union and the West jointly undertake 
an atomic energy pool for peaceful purposes,, 
the assumption must have been that both sides 
had reached a stage in atomic development 
where no real military secrets would be risked 
by such a joint enterprise. If it would not im- 
pair security to run an atomic plant with the 
Russians, why would it do so to run one in co- 
operation with Asians? 

The Russians are apparently in no mood to 
join an international pool for peaceful atomic 
development. Instead of permitting them to veto 
the plan, the West could lift the spirits of the 
whole world by proceeding with such develop- 
ment on its own hook. And there could be no 
better place to start than in Asia. 

Have we the imagination, the boldness, the 
daring to adopt Justice Douglas’s proposal? 
It ought to be given a serious hearing.

Even if Senator McCarthy is not used in the 
Republican campaign, it is already clear that the 
“20 years of treason” theme will be used in 
some form unless the President forbids it.

The Democrats, for their part, are undoubted- 
ly just as anxious to exploit foreign policy

The truth is that bipartisan foreign policy is 
always under severe strain during election years. 

Nevertheless the effort is well worth making 
despite the difficulties. It can succeed only if 
there is a willingness on the part of leading 
Democrats to close ranks, and a willingness 
on the part of the Administration to bring 
the minority into policy-making councils. 

A bipartisan policy is not one that is de- 
veloped by one party with the support of the 
other, nor is it one that enjoys a special im- 
munity from debate and criticism. If it is to be 
meaningful, it must be a policy that earns bi- 
partisan support because it has been bipartisan- 
ly developed. 

Mr. Truman never went all the way in de- 
veloping such a pdlicy. His interest in it was 
spasmodic and expedient. He did, however, 
bring John Foster Dulles and other Republicans 
into the inner councils of the State Depart- 
ment and entrust them with major missions. 
Something similar would seem to be necessary, 
among other things, if this Administration 
wishes to seek a bipartisan foreign policy. 
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The TVA Deadline Nears 


TVA Chairman Gordon R. Clapp’s term runs 
out next week. Meanwhile, latest reports are 
that the White House is no nearer a choice 
of appointee than. it was when it began can- 
vassing the field three months ago or longer. 
In the interim the appointment has been offered 
to several persons, among them REA Admin- 
istrator Ancher Nelsen, all of whom‘ have de- 
clined or been found unavailable in one way 
or another. 

Large groups of members of Congress and 
private citizens from the Tennessee Valley have 
called upon President Eisenhower at the White 
House to urge him to reappoint Mr. Clapp. Yet, 
almost unbelievably, the President and Mr. 
Clapp have never met, according to Charles 
Bartlett, Washington correspondent of The Chat- 


.tanooga Times. 


Surely Mr. Eisenhower is not going to pass 
finally on whether to reappoint or replace the 
TVA Chairman without ever having met him. 
It would be curious indeed if all these expres- 
sioms of esteem for Mr. Clapp which have come 
to the President from many residents of the 
Tennessee Valley did not move Mr. Eisenhower 
to meet and form his own personal estimate of 
the man on whom he is about to pass judgment. 

It would also be most unfortunate if the ap- 
pointment to the TVA chairmanship were not 
made before the present term lapses. The post 
would be cheapened by the appearance of going 
begging, but that would not be the worst 
consequence. Morale in the TVA organization 
could not but be adversely affected by pro- 
longed uncertainty. 

To all the words of commendation of Mr. 
Clapp which have come from the Tennessee 
Valley, The Chattanooga Times adds some co- 
gent reasons for this outstanding public serv- 
ant’s reappointment. The Times is one of the 
most respected newspapers in the valley and 
under the same ownership as the New York 
Times. It says: 


From the standpoint of efficiency and 
non-political approach to his great duties, 
Mr. Clapp should be reappointed. We be- 
lieve that the reappointment would strength- 
en President Eisenhower’s prestige and 
power in the Government. It would be 
a decisive action on his part and one show- 
ing that politicians cannot dictate to him 
in making such an important appointment. 
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Biggest Boon to the Highways 

President Eisenhower, signing the largest 
highway bill ever voted by Congress, has given 
an unprecedented new impetus to road construc- 
tion for commerce, travel and defense. By com- 
parison with appropriations of $652,000,000 a 
year at present, he had recommended $875,000,- 
000 for each of the two fiscal years starting July 
1, 1955. Congress gave him all he asked for and 
raised it to $966,000,000. 

Of this sum, several sizable items will go di- 
rectly for defense. Interstate defense highway 
construction will get $175,000,000 a year. Ten 
million a year will go to complete the inter- 
American highway from Mbxico to the Panama 
canal and to a defense highway in Nicaragua. 
To the states in matching grants will be sup- 
plied a total of $875,000,000. Missouri will get

I.am a lady. You, I regret to say, are 
no gentleman. That you make a fuss 
getting up when a lady comes into the 
room, and doff your hat in the ele- 
vator, I have no doubt. But what hap- 
pens to your manners when you get to 
your office? You sit down and start 
dreaming up a car. For whom? For 
other men, presumably; certainly not 
for me. 

I’ve nothing against men in general. 
I've never been heard to generalize 
about the road-hogging propensities of 
“men drivers.” I’m happy to have them 
swagger comfortably along in their 
balloon-bodied vehicles. But what about 
me? 

I'm five-feet-threé, with heels. Ordi- 
narily, the men don't seem ‘to regard it 
exactiy as a de- 
formity. Except 
you, when you get 
to your. drawing 
board. 

I drive my hus- 
band to the station, 
and bring him back. 
I take the kids to 
and from school. I 
do the family marketing. Occasionally 
I can steel myself to do some non- 
essential (or “pleasure”) driving, but 
you don’t make it easy. 


What happens when we go looking 
for a car? My husband gets off with 
the salesman and. talks about gear 
ratios and transmission options. I sneak 
in behind the wheel and reach for the 
little gadget, buried off to the side, to 
bring the seat up. Have you ever tried 
moving your weight forward, plus the 
weight of the seat, with the friction 
between your seat and the car’s as the 
only hold? (You're probably only con- 
cerned with the simple reverse opera- 
tion, after your wife has been driving.) 


With a mighty heave, I finally get 
the thing to the point where I can de- 
press both the brake and the clutch 
pedal at the same time. That leaves 
me pinioned behind the steering wheel. 
So finally I manage to get the seat 
where, if I put my pocketbook behind 
me as a prop, I can reach, breathe and 
steer at the same time. 

Then I look out the windshield. I 
can bend my head and look under the 
top rim of the steering wheel, or I 
can crane my neck and look over it; 
straight ahead, it hits me right at eye 
level. I can avoid a crick if I alternate 
positions at about five-minute intervals. 


Goodness knows there’s plenty of 
glass to look through. But somehow it 
reminds me of one of those picture 
windows they put into row houses. 
Where's the view? Most of what I see 
is cowl and hood. 


As for that lovely wrap-around rear 
window, that’s another snare and de: 
lusion. When I back down the drive- 
way, I get a fine view of a large elm 
tree in the mirror. If I turn my head 
around for a direct view, I can get 
my bearings on the house across the 
street, but I can’t reach the gas pedal. 
So I have to open the side door a care- 
ful three inches, to avoid scraping the 
retaining wall, and guide myself 
through the crack. 


This business of reaching and look- 
ing are my major gripes, but if you're 
doing any redesigning, maybe you'll 
consider some of my other problems.

Now you’ve 
gone and made the inside door handles 
so trim that my 2-year-old can operate 
them with ease, but there isn’t enough 
room for me to get a good hold. And 
talking of door handles, remember that 
I usually come out of the supermarket 
with both arms loaded. Couldn't you 
provide some kind of door release that 
would work without my having to put 
all the packages down while I free a 
hand to manipulate the door? 


Item: The controls on the blower-. 


heaters have me _ buffaloed. Surely 
there’s a simpler way to control the 
temperature than by the operation of a 
lot of badly-labeled interrelated gadgets. 


Item: Have you ever taken a look 
at the fine job architects have done in 
eliminating dirt-catching corners? A 
little streamlining of cars in this direc- 
tion wouldn’t hurt. 

Now don’t misunderstand me. I think 
cars are wonderful, ditto men—couldn’t 
live without either. But a little fixing 
up wouldn’t hurt them—the cars, I 
mean.

A Building Built by Students 


From a Train of Thought, Blackburn College, Carlinville, 
Robert P. Ludlum, President 


Where corn grew in previous years 
we are creating the F. W. Olin Science 
Building which will house our depart- 
ments of Chemistry and Physics. Black- 
burn students, under the capable direc- 
tion of Mr. Howard M. Lemaster, are 
building this new science hall entirely 
by themselves. Detailed plans and speci- 
fications were drawn up, of course, by 
our architects, who skillfully took ac- 
count of the fact that student labor 
would be used throughout. : 


Except for the operators of a ditch- 
digging machine, who in two or three 
days dug the trenches for the footings 
and foundations, and for welders who 
spent a little time attaching some steel 
work to steel beams, there has not been 
a minute of non-student work on the 
Science Building. Nor is the structure 
a small undertaking. Its main wing will 
be 150 feet long, it has another wing 
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students arrived on the campus at the 
opening of the academic year last Sep- 
tember. At first nothing on the empty 
site gave evidence that a building would 
go up. Then the perimeter of the build- 
ing was marked out by the trenches for 
the footings and foundations.

The FPC 
survey was made by Cresap, Mc- 
Cormick and Paget, a New York 
management-engineering firm 
employed by the Budget Bu- 
reau. It had no previous experi- 
ence with regulatory agencies, 
and that is plain in its approach 
and its report. 


Consumer Overlooked. 


The report, submitted to the 
FPC Feb. 15, neglects problems 
connected with regulation in the 
public interest and devotes it- 
self almost exclusively to ways 
of speeding up processing of 
utility applications for rate in- 
creases, hydro-electric licenses, 
and certificates of convenience 
and necessity to operate; in 
short, the strictly business as- 
pects. 

The consumer seems to have 
been overlooked, though’ there 
was plenty of consideration for 
others, as shown by this excerpt 
from page three of the report, 
which has not been made public 
nor even shown to the staff: 


“At the request of the chair- 
man of the FPC and of other 
commissioners, we discussed the 
organization and operations of 
the commission with representa- 
tives of natural gas and electric 
power industries. For the most 
part these persons were top 
executives, including one board 
chairman, three presidents, and 
two vice presidents.” 


An Enviable Record. 


Among other things, the man- 
agement report recommends ap- 
pointment of a managing direc- 
tor of the FPC who would su- 
pervise the staff; abolition of 
the technical bureau of ac- 
counts, finance and rates, which 
has dealt with gas and electric 
rates and accounting practices, 
and its replacement by bureaus 
organized along industry lines; 
and creation of a new opinion- 
writing staff that would operate 
separately from the examiners 
who conducted investigations 
and now draft reports and opin- 
ions. 

There is evidence also that 
the FPC “reorganization” is be- 
ing influenced by a report of an 
advisory commission of the gas 
industry, submitted March 19. 
This report recommends that 
the FPC create an executive of- 
ficer to police the staff and set 
up an opinion-writing section, 
that utilities be allowed to ex- 
amine proposed commission or- 
ders before they are released 
so they can suggest changes, 
and that staff reports be avail- 
able for public inspection. The 
last two proposals are contrary 
to all regulatory commission 
practice. 

The FPC staff has an envi- 
able record with the courts. It 
has lost very few cases.

Metropolitan’s ‘Faust’ Attended 
By 7500 at Kiel Auditorium 


Opera Distinguished 


Victoria de los Angeles and Cesare 
Siepi—Inconsistengies in Staging.

The Metropolitan Opera’s re- 
designed and restaged produc- 
tion of Gounod’s “Faust” was 
presented ‘last night in Kiel 
Auditorium to a responsive au- 
dience of about 7500. Aside 
from the novelty of its decor 


and costuming, the production 
was distinguished by the per- 
formances of Victoria de los 
Angeles as Marguerite and 
Cesare Siepi in the role of 
Mephistopheles. These two gave 
the evening whatever memor- 
able quality it had and made the 
Metropolitan’s one-night - stand 
season a profitable one to new 
and seasoned opera goers. The 
performance was sponsored by 
the St. Louis,Symphony Society. 


Though handicapped by a 
dowdy costume, Mme de los 
Angeles soon made it apparent 
that she understood the charac- 
ter she was portraying and the 
style of vocalism appropriate to 
its expression. Her voice was 
deeper and rounder than one 
ordinarily hears in this role and 
at the same time had the neces- 
sary flexibility for close shad- 
ing as well as for the occasional 
fioriture passage. 


The beauty of sound was 
therefore illuminated with 
beauty of meaning. So the ideal 
heroine that could be inferred 
from the tender lyricism of 
Gounod’s music came alive in 
her bearing, her gestures and 
most of all in the delicately 
fluctuating emotional current in 
her voice. 

Impressive Mephistopheles. 

If the whole production could 
have been scaled to the flow of 
line and sensitive inflection of 
phrase in her treatment of the 
Garden Scene, a_ definitive 
“Faust” might have been forth- 
coming. It could have included 
Cesare Siepi too, for that artist 
certainly had the commanding 
presence that no Prince of Dark- 
ness should be without: and the 
voice to reinforce it. Its reson- 
ant, virile timbre was sustained 
throughout the range. His low 
voice was as audible as the up- 
per and middle. Moreover, he 
could “act” with his voice as he 
colored it at will to suit the 
broadsweeping gesture or the 
sardonic, insinuating phrase. 


Eugene Conley’s Faust was 
troubled by a seemingly uncer- 
tain vocal] control. His high voice 
lacked an authoritative focus. In 
his aria at the opening of the 
Garden Scene he made the high 
C only by the equivalent of a 
running jump; and he could not 
produce the ease of phrasing 
that was essential to making the 


love duet a pure expression of 
lyric poetry. ’ 

Margaret Roggero, a mezzo- 
soprano of superior quality, was 
a well cast Siebel. Frank Guar- 
rera was unimpressive in his 
first act cavatina but redéemed 
himself handsomely in the third 
act duéling scene. Lawrence 
Davidson and Thelma Votipka 
filled in satisfactorily as Wagner 
and Marthe. Both roles could 
have been stronger, however, 
without throwing the cast out 
of balance. 

Kurt Adler, the chorusmaster 
who took over as conductor of 
“Faust” from Pierre Monteux, 
was satisfied to keep the or- 
chestra fairly neutral through- 
out the proceedings. In the first 
act he was fractionally behind 
the singers at times and some- 
times ahead. 

The “Walpurgus Nacht” scene 
which was restored to the New 
York production was omitted 
last night. 


Inconsistencies Occur. 


The much publicized decor 
and staging for which Rolf 
Gerard and Peter Brook were 
responsible did nothing to re- 
vitalize the opera in any signifi- 
cant way. They were premised 
on the idea that Gounod’s music 
would sound more appropriate 
with nineteenth century acces- 
sories, but the resolution of this 
fancied inconsistency resulted 
in others. Mephistopheles re-

Use of freshman players may 
put the chill on Washington 
University’s chances of receiving 
an at-large berth in the N.C.A.A, 
post-season baseball tourna- 
ment. 

John H. Kobsg of Michigan 

State, heading the selection ap- 
paratus in N.C.A.A. District 
Four, indicated this yesterday 
when asked if Washington was 
under consideration in that dis- 
trict. 
Inquiring whether Washington 
had used freshman players, Kobs 
said that any such use. during 
the regular season would work 
against the selection of a team 
as an at-large representative. 


Pitcher Dubinsky a Freshman. 

Washington has used fresh- 
man players this season, Ath- 
letic Director Blair Gullion said. 
Pitcher Ron Dubinsky, winner 
of two games (one against Wis- 
consin), and« Walt Henderson, 
substitute outfielder, are. the 
freshmen. 

Washington’s policy regularly 
has been to allow freshmen to 
play varsity ball and is not un- 
usual at many: colleges, even 
though most major conferences 
do not permit it. 

Kob'’s contention is that an 
at-large selection is made on the 
basis of a season record and 
that fairness dictated the ex- 
clusion of teams using fresh- 
men because freshmen are not 
permitted to.compete in the 
N.C.A.A. post-season play. 

Gullion pointed out, however, 
that. Wishington is otherwise 
well supplied with pitchers and 
could play in the tournament 
without the freshmen. 

There are other contingencies 
in the Bear picture, however. 
Thé team has a winning streak 
of 16 games since losing its first 
two, but there are many compli- 
cations in other directions.

Immediate future may hold 
in the way of food supplies? It 
is good news, according to the 
opinion of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture as set 
forth in its spring report on 
“The Food Situation.” 


Supplies are likely to be even 
more plentiful than they were 
a year ago, and prices may be 
slightly lower than during the 
first part of this year and also 
lower than a yéar ago, accord- 
ing to the U.S.D.A. Not a big 
drop, you understand, but every 
homemaker knows that pennies 
saved can mount up to a cozy 
figure. 

Here is the situation, as fore- 
cast in the report. We are go- 
ing to have more chicken, more 
eggs, more milk, butter, cheese 
and other dairy products than 
a. year ago. For a few months 
there may be a little less meat 
than a year ago, but meat still 
will be plentiful. Pork probably 
will be rather short and high 
priced until autumn, then farm- 
ers will begin to market their 
spring pigs and we can all have 
pork chops. 

The hens will be working over- 
time to supply us with a record 


number of eggs this year: we 
will have all of the chicken and 
turkey we want at reasonable | 
prices.

BANK OF ENGLAND 
AGAIN €UTS ITS 
RATE OF INTEREST 


LONDON, May 13 (AP)—The 
Bank of England reduced its in- 
terest rates today on loans from 
3% per cent to 3 per cent. This 


will make borrowing easier and 
probably will act as a spur to 
business expansion. 

It was the second slash in 

the bank rate in just under 
eight months, the rate having 
been cut from 4 to 314 per cent 
last Sept. 17, 
All other financial institutions 
in the British commonwealth 
and many outside it were ex- 
pected to follow the lead of the 
nationalized Bank of England, 
clearing house of all money 
transactions in the sterling bloc. 
As a result of the cut, the 
British industrialist or small 
borrower will have to pay less 
interest on the money he bor- 
rows. All money deals in Brit- 
ain are ultimately pegged to the 
bank rate. The lower interest

COLUMBIA, Mo., May 13 — 
The indicated production of win- 
ter wheat in Missouri is 29.- 
762,000 bushels, compared .with 
41,028,000 bushels harvested in 
1953 and the 10-year (1943-52) 
average of 22,816,000, according 
to Alfred C. Brittain, Federal 
agricultural , statistician here. 
Wheat made excellent progress 
the past month and condition re- 
ported May 1 was above aver- 
age, he said. 

Reports to Britain the first 
of the month indicate 14 per 
cent of wheat acreage seeded 
last fall will not be harvested. 
Most of this has been used for 
pasture. Little acreage has 
been lost as a result of poor 
stands or winter killing. . 

The indicated yield per acre 
for harvest is 23 bushels com- 
pared with the record of 26 
bushels harvested in 1953 and 
the average of 17.2 bushels for 
the past 10 years. 


40,000,000-Bushel Illinois Wheat

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., May 13 
(AP)—An Illinois wheat crop of

Frost Takes Its Toll 
Of Early Gardens 


By Leonard Hall 


AST week's unseasohably cold weather 
-brought frost as an unwelcome visitor to our 


.. Countryside. Almost everyone had taken ad- 
vantage of the open spring to make an early 
garden, ‘so that 


string beans, sweet 
corn and cucumbers 
were all pushing up 
through the warm 
earth. Tomatoes 
were set out in mid- 
April, three weeks 
ahead of normal 
planting time. 
When 
came it caught 
these “early risers,” 
killing most of them 
outright and even 
blackening the ear- 
ee NM te ly potatoes which 
yt Ah || a were just about to 

‘ . bloom, Many gar- 
dens will have to be replanted, while others 
will make a slow recovery. 


-One thing we noticed was that the frost lay 
heaviest on the low ground, while some of the 
highest gardens were hardly damaged at all. 
Our own potato patch was nipped at one end 
of the garden, but not at the other where it 
was sheltered by a hedge of multiflora rose. 
Eyen some of the wild plants were damaged, as 
we noted when we went to cut a mess of poke 
greens. ‘These are our favorite spring greens 
which we cook with a small amount of narrow- 
leaved dock and tender young radish tops. 
Soaked for an hour if salt water, brought to a 
boil in clear water which is poured off, then 
boiled in a second water until tender, poke 
greens are mighty fine eating. They can be 
flavored with a bit of bacon or pat of butter, 
plus a liberal dash of lemon juice.

MOST OF OUR NEIGHBORS take the late 
frost in their stride and go about planting again. 
An early garden, they say, is always my fee 
but-one which pays off if the weather stays warm. 
Probably the real reason they refuse to make 
adisaster of the damaging frost is that farmers, 
in the nature of things, are optimists. They 
have to be, in order to withstand the normal 
buffetings of a lifetime on the land. Sometimes 
it-is weather; either too much rain or none at 
ali. Sometimes it is crop failure or else a har- 
vest so generous that the bottom falis out of 
prices. One of the worst things is disaster with 
the livestock which no amount of care or worry 
could prevent. And always it is bucking an eco- 
nomic system geared ever more closely to the 
pattern of factory and counting house than to 
the land its needs.

DESPITE THE PROBLEMS these create, I 
have always noticed an undercurrent of hope 
and cheerfulness in our valley. 
still are in subsoil moisture is showp by the 
amount of timber which has died on the more 
rocky hillsides and now shows up against the 
green of the new leaves. Even out along our 
limestone bluff above the creek we have found 
a half-dozen dead oak trees, some of them 
between 50 and 100 years old. Against this, 
however, we measure with thankfulness the 
showers which have been coming at weekly in- 
tervals. Barley and rye planted for winter: pas- 
ture made a good spring growth, furnishing extra 
grazing and allowing us to take some pressure 
off the grass while it made a start. A surprising 
amount of new pasture seedings survived the 
two-year drouth, and while the growth in these 
fields isn’t as thigk as it should be, perhaps it 
will suffice until & more favorable year. The 
wheat and oats look good and the alfalfa is 
starting to bloom, so that soon the haying will

Good Gravy! Story of Its Rise, Fall — 


It Should Be Made in Utensils the Meat Was Cooked in—French Sauces 


By Hoyt Alden 


F THE French didn’t exactly 
| invent the sauce, they cer- 

tainly perfected it. In fact, 
they raised it to the status of 
an art, for which the whole 
world is grateful. 

But it took the Americans to 
invent gravy, and say what you 
will, good gravy is not to be 
sneered at. In fact, when proper- 
ly made, it can take it’s place 
with anything the French ever 
turned out. As a matter of fact, 
it has one distinction that even 
the best French sauces don’t 
have, There’s never been any- 
thing like it to put on top of 
mashed potatoes. 

But having invented a thing 
as splendid as gravy, Americans 
have allowed it to decline to a 
rather sad state. One reason for 
this is the practice, which has 
grown up in recent years, of 
making gravy in a pan separate 
from the pan the meat was 
cooked in. Such recipes call for 
taking a little meat fat out of 
the roasting pan, mixing it up 
with flour and milk and letting 
it get thick. 

To keep it from tasting like 
paste, the recipes say to com- 
pensate for genuine flavor with 
seasoning, salt, pepper, sage, cel- 
ery leaves and a patented color- 
ing and flavoring extract. It may 
be something, but it isn’t gravy.

: * + 
T’S the meat juices, the brown 
t lumps, the essence of the meat 
which sticks to the roasting 
pan, or even the frying pan, that 
forms the real basis of gravy. 
Nothing else can. As a result, 
the best gravy is made right in 
the utensil the meat was cooked 
in. It may not be as convenient 
as dipping a little meat grease 
into a separate pan, but there's 
no other way. 
SS 
HEN the roast is done, take 
Wi out of the roasting pan, 
put it on a hot platter and 
place it where it can be kept 
hot. A good cook can then tell, 
by instinct, how much fat to 
pour off the pot liquor and how 
much to leave to make good 
gravy. But if you want to be

safe, pour off all the fat and 
then put back five tablespoon- 
fuls. Be sure you pour off only 
the fat, none of the dark meat 
juice. Now take a spoon or a 
pancake turner and scrape all 
the dark meat essence off the 
bottom and sides of the pan 
and get them well mixed with 
the fat and juices. This is what 
gives gravy its flavor. 

Now blend in four level table- 
spoons of flour. Put the pan on 


a moderate fire and cook it for 
a minute or two, stirring hard 
to keep the flour from lumping. 


Then add two cups of milk and 
bring it to a boil, stirring all 
the time and scraping the bot- 
tom and sides. When it comes 
to a boil, taste it for seasoning. 
Lower the heat and cook it for 
five minutes, to let the flour 
cook. This makes about two 
cups of gravy. 

You can make more by adding 
more flour, liquid and fat, but 
don’t try to stretch it too far.

HE various French sauces 
T are continental cousins of 
gravy, and one of the finest 
flowers of the French culinary 


art is Sauce Bearnaise, which is 
wonderful with steak. It is said 
to have been invented in 1835 
and dedicated t> Henry IV. 

Put four tablespoons of 
chopped shallot in a small sauce- 
pan with a teaspoon of tarragon 
vinegar, an eighth teaspoon of 
salt and six peppercorns in a 
small saucepan and cook it until 
the vinegar is reduced to about 
two teaspoons. If you can’t get 
shallots, use one teaspoon of 
grated onion. 

Beat three egg yolks slightly 
with a fork. Strain the vinegar 
and add it slowly to the egg 
yolks, beating all the time. 

Put the mixture in the top of 
a double boiler over gently boil- 
ing water and cook it until the 
egg yolk thickens, stirring all 
the time. When it’s thick, add 
four tablespoons of butter, a 
tablespoon at a time, still stir- 
ring. When all the butter is in 
and well blended, také it off the 
fire and serve immediately.

EARNAISE is a cousin also 
Bo: Hollandaise sauce, another 

splendid concoction, which is 
excellent on certain vegetables, 
fish and, of course, eggs bene- 
dict. It’s supposed to be quite a 
trick to make, but not so hard 
if you do it this way: 


Cut a stick of butter Into sev- 
eral pieces and put it, along with 
three egg yolks and the juice of 
half a lemon, in the top of a 
double boiler. Then go away and 
let them stand, for at least half 
an hour, at room temperature. 
Then, when time comes to use 
the sauce, get the water in the 
bottom of the double boiler boil- 
ing gently and let the sauce cook 
for a minute and a half, stirring 
briskly all the time with a 
wooden spoon, Serve it immedi- 
ately,

On Painting 


Masonry 
By Hubbard Cobb 


HERE’S a good deal of ma- 
T sonry in the form of block 

and brick kicking about 
these days and so it seems like 
a good idea to say a few well 
chosen words on how it should 
be painted. 

As we all know, the best kind 
of paint to use on magonry is 
one that will not be harmed by 
the alkali present in cement 
and these paints are available 
at paint and hardware stores 
under various trade names. 

Oil paints can be used on‘cer- 
tain kinds of masonry but you've 
got to be dead certain that the 
masonry is bone dry and this is 
sometimes very difficult. 

Anyway, now that we have the 
right paint we also need a brush. 
The general rule for most 
paints is to use a good brush 
but the rough masonry surface 
will soon wear down the bris- 
tles of a brush and make it use- 
less, 80 we say use only an old 
or inexpensive brush for this 
type of work. 

We've found that the best way 
to paint masonry is to first do 
the mortar joint between sev- 
eral of the block or brick and 
then do the smooth surface. 

If you try to do a large area 
you will find that the mortar 
joints don’t get an even coat- 
ing of paint and will have to be 
touched up later on. It’s quick- 
er in the long run to get these 
first and then do the flat sur- 
faces. 

As you have to work with a 
pretty full brush load of paint 
on masonry be sure to catch 
runs and sags before they have 
a chance to set.

Fear Is the Worst Disease

“We're so bombarded by hor- 
rible statisti¢s about disease that 
when you add to them the fear 
of atomic destruction, the diffi- 
culty of international relations, 
the constant slaughter on our 
highways, I'm a little surprised 
on the tenth of any month to 
find I’m still alive,” Dr. Lester 
L. Coleman told me the other 
day. 

Dt. Coleman is a physician and 
surgeon who is convinced that 
the No. 1 American disease is 
fear of sickness. 

* * * - 

“SO MANY PEOPLE DIE 
their lives, year after year, in- 
stead of live them,” he lamented. 
“I’d say that 80 per cent of the 
people we doctors see in the 
practice of medicine have some 
fear which is either the cause 
of illness or makes the illness 
last longer.” 


Dr, Coleman told of a patient 
with an insignificant ringing in 
the ear who was literally para- 
lyzed by the belief that it was 
a sympton of brain tumor; of a 
man who because his heart 
skipped an occasional beat—as 
most do—convinced himself that 
he had incipient heart disease— 
and rearranged his whole life 
around the false premise. 

Right now, Dr. Coleman 
pointed out, the annual three- 
month wave of terror is spread- 
ing among mothers across the 


country as the season for polio- 
myelitis starts. 

“There never comes a May, 
June and July without anxiety 
building up and parents debat- 
ing, ‘Where shall we take our 
children to escape this plague?’” 
he explained. 

But three years ago, according 
to Dr. Coleman, when there was 
some polio and near panic in 
an upstate New York city, a sur- 
vey revealed that there were 
more people in local hospitals 
who had been hurt trying to 
run away than there were polio 
cases. 

* 
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“AND IF 10,000 children are 
taken to doctors on a single day 
in July, August or September 
suffering from headache, fever 
and stiff neck, the odds are that 
only one out of those 10,000 
might have polio,” the physician 
continued. “Moreover, the one 
with polio has today a 70 per 
cent chance to be returned to 
his community a functioning hu- 
man being. 

“Medicine’s tools today vir- 
tually assure thousands upon 
thousands that even if disease 
develops, there is a mathemati- 
cal likelihood that the sufferer 
can be restored to his world, if 
not intact at least-able to take 
his place as a productive, func- 
tioning human being. That is 
why there is absolutely no point 
today in doing what millions do: 
die time after time from fear 
of hurt and destruction.” 

Dr. Coleman's words ought to 
be printed in letters of fire not 
only for me but for everybody 
to keep where we couldn’t fail 
to see them.

Calling It a “Scissors.” 

HE word “scissors” requires 
T x0 definition. We all know 

what it means. In reply to 
our correspondent’s question as 
to whether it is “scissors” or a

the Old English “sisoures.”’ This 
and a similar form in Old French 
are thought to go back to the 
cutting instrument in the Mid- 
df Ages called “‘sisorium,” after 
the Latin “caedere,” to cut. This 
is the root behind chisel as well. 


The modern spelling is 
thought to be the result of a 
mistaken idea—namely, that the 
word comes from the Latin 
“scissor,” one who cleaves or 
divides, from -a word meaning 
to split.

CHEERFUL small pattern 
A= both the walls and ceiling 

does wonders for the room 
with slanting walls.

K. H., who asks, “What kind of 
paper should I use on slanting 
walls and where should it go? 
Should the paper end where the 
wall begins to slant, or where 
the ceiling begins?” 

We've sketched the same walls 
all three ways, with the paper 
ending in two places and smooth- 
ing up, across and down the 
room in happy continuity, to 
show the effect of each plan. 
The all-over use of the pattern 
minimizes the slant of the walls, 
while the partial use of it em- 
phasizes irregular outlines. 

To hang the paper only on the 
vertical wall areas may be par- 
ticularly disturbing if the angle 
of one wall begins higher or 
lower than on the opposite wall, 
which it often does. To stop the 
paper at the ceiling is a better 
plan. 

Choose the paper for both 
walls and ceiling in a simple 
pattern that looks the same up- 
side down and sideways as it 
does right side up.

HE “Silence Please” signs 
T and assistants who frown at 

a whisper in the reading 
room make public libraries too 
forbidding for some teen-agers. 
Realizing this the St. Louis Pub-, 
lic Library has taken another 
step forward in its campaign 
of hospitality to make young 
readers as well as adults feel 
right at home among the clas- 
sics. 

A special room for high school 
students and young adults, com- 
plete with comfortable lounge 
chairs, handsome lamps, a phono- 
graph with four sets of ear- 
phones, and 1800 bright new 
books on the shelves, will open 
next Wednesday under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. I. Orville Eagle, 
young people’s librarian, It is 
located on the ground floor of 
the main library at Thirteenth 
and Olive streets, separated from 
the children’s room by a high 
partition. 

At first, it will be a recreation- 
al reading room, with only a 
few reference books on_ its 
shelves. But librarians hope 
that later it will become a cul- 
tural center, offering such quiet 
activities as chess lessons, a 
newspaper, creative writing 
classes and drama clubs. What 
its future will be, the young 
people themselves will decide, 
as Mrs. Eagle is organizing an 
advisory council to include rep- 
resentatives from public, private 
and parochial schools.

UT as St. Louis’s first li- 

brary room designed and 

equipped especially for read- 
ers of the middle and older 
teens, it follows a national pat- 
tern which in other cities has re- 
sulted in youth club rooms or 
even separate buildings with 
kitchen facilities for entertain- 
ment and music rooms for sing- 
ing groups. 

“Circulation figures show 
large gains in children’s read- 
ing,” said Mrs. Eagle, “but we 
find that we lose many of those 
readers when they enter high 
school and many more when 
they leave high school. 

“When they get out of the 
children’s class, they are anxious 
to find,adult books, but often 
they select their reading with- 
out guidance and end up with 
a gloomy or heavy book that is 
too much for them and discour- 
ages them from making further 
choices. 

“We want to help the young 
people realize that when they 
graduate from the eighth grade, 
they don’t graduate from the 
library.” 

But because many of the read- 
ers, having outgrown the chil- 
dren’s room, will be selecting 
books on their own for the first 
time, Mrs. Eagle has made it 
easy for them to find what they 
want. Discarding the time-hon- 
ored Dewey Decimal System, 
except in her own card file, she 
has classified the volumes under 
30 headings, including “Out of 
This World,” “Animals—-Not So 
Dumb,” “A Time to Laugh” and 
“The Good Ways.”

In this 
section also are serious and 
authentic accounts of the uni- 
verse. 

“The Good Ways,” title of one 
of the volumes in the collection, 
includes books of a spiritual 
quality. “Play the Game” is 
about sports and sportsmen. 
“History With Pleasure” in- 
cludes historical novels as well 
as history books. 


The mystery shelf includes 
the spine-tingling whodunits 
with their traditional quota of 
murders, but along with those 
are good contemporary novels 
with an element of suspense, 
such as James Hilton's “Lost 
Horizon” and Robert Nathan's 
“The Enchanted Voyage.” A 
section headed “The West,” 
combines western stories with 
biographies of pioneers and his- 
torical accounts of the nation’s 
growth. 

The classics are there, too— 
“Moby Dick,” “Treasure Island,”

lection. But they're placed side 
by side ‘with contemporary light- 
er reading with the hope that 
reading one will lead to interest 
in the other. 

“In the ‘Love and Romance’ 
section we have placed such 
books as ‘Another Spring,’ the 
story of Lady Jane Grey, and 
“How Do I Love Thee?’ about 
Robert and Elizabeth Browning 
because they really are love sto- 
ries,” said Mrs. Eagle. “So 


many of the girls choose ks 
from this collection, and’ we 
hope that the stories of love and 
romance will serve as a spring- 
board to other reading.”

ANY players have the false 
impression that cue bids 
have only one function: to 
announce control of the named 
suit. In actual fact, however, 
experts have found that this is 
an unrealistic use of the bid. 
When they make a cue bid, they 
imply that quite aside from the 
control, they are fully confirm- 
ing any previous bid they may 
have made. In other words, if 
a previous bid or raise was 
shaded, or “just om the line,” 
they do not cue-bid at a subse- 
quent turn.

It was precisely this control- 
showing diamond bid that gave 
an exaggerated picture of 
North’s potential strength, North 
could not have had even a shade 
less for his immediate raise in 
hearts, and so it was distinctly 
a case of bidding the same val- 
ues twice when North amiably 
“went along” with his partner 
and showed the diamond ace. A 
simple three-heart bid over two 
spades was all that North could 
afford. 

This criticism may seem odd 
in view of the fact that the slam 
contract was fulfilled but that 
was due to an unforeseeably 
lucky combination of circum- 
stances.

HEY used to say that “man 
works from sun to sun, 


but woman’s work is never 
done.” 

If that was true in the past, 

situation is worse now,

suming certain duties in the 
household, in addition to 
earning a salary. It may be 
that the two sexes will divide 
the domestic duties, and divide 
also the wage-earning re- 
sponsibility. 

The principle of equality is 
not, as someone remarked, a 
principle of mathematics. One 
day during the equal suffrage 
struggle here in St. Louis, a 
very fluent lady walked into 
the office of an editor and 
harangued him long. Finally 
she pounded the desk, and 
“Don’t you BE- 
LIEVE in equal rights?” 

“Oh yes,” he answered 
wearily. “I’ve always believed 
in them. But I never expect 
to get them.” 


* -* & 

WELL, THOSE DAYS are 
long past. Women have 
achieved political equality; 
they have yet to achieve eco- 
nomic equality. Equal pay for 
equal work and equal train- 
ing is very rare. To the ever- 
lasting credit of the armed 
forces of the United States, be 
it said that women are there 
paid the same as men. 

In the field of entertain- 
ment, in the creative arts, in 
a few professions, a woman 
can earn as much as a man. 

That is one reason why I 
deplore the too early marriage 
which prevents a girl from 
completing her formal educa- 
tion. Sooner or later in her 


married life, she will be out 
looking for a job. (Those 
statistics again!) Half-educated, 
she will wind up as the sec- 
retary to the secretary—and 
she won't like it. 

Any girl who has the in- 
telligence required for pro- 
fessional training ought to be 
smart enough to take a long 
view of her life, to ask herself 
where she will be at 30, or 
40, or 50.

TIMING IS so important. 
If you get your professional 
education early in life, you 
cash in on it every year that 
you live. On the contrary, if 
you postpone it until you have 
acquired other obligations you 
will find self-education long, 
arduous and costly, and you 
will never get the full finan- 
cial return on your late in- 
vestment. A doctor’s degree at 
the age of 30 is much more 
valuable than the same de- 
gree acquired at the age of 
45. (This is known as “educa- 
tion by degrees.”’) 

I have no sympathy what- 
ever with the idea put forth 
by a certain college president 
that girls need a special kind 
of education, a sort of sweet- 
ened pap as brain food. Funda- 
mentally, women and men have 
the same intellectual needs; 
both suffer when they omit 
the solid, broad base of a lib- 
eral education. 

Nor have I any sympathy 
with the Prussian Kaiser's 
ideal for women: Kinder, 
Kuchen, Kirche. Children, 
kitchen and church all have 
their place in a woman’s life; 
they should not constitute the 
boundaries of her life. 
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ON THE OTHER HAND I 
am not one of those who 
thinks that housekeeping and 
the care of children are 
drudgery compared to which 
clerking is glamorous. Drudg- 
ery for drudgery, I prefer to 
scrub a sink. Every so often 
some whining woman sells an 
article to one of the slick 
magazines, complaining that 
she is not using her college 
education, that she is stulti-

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HILE I was writing about 
W atoms, I said that certain 
by-products of atomic bombs 
are used to locate flaws in steel. 
That_is true, but the use is lim- 
ited. Most of the “atomic money” 
is being spent to build and ex- 
plode bombs. People wonder 
when atomic work will be turned 
entirely to things which help, 
instead of hurting, mankind. 
At the present time, X-rays 
are used far more widely than 
atomic rays to locate flaws in 
steel. Other metals also go 
through studies with X-rays.

FOR 59 YEARS, X-rays have 
been known. In past years, more 
than at present, they were called 
Roentgen rays. That was done in 
honor of the German scientist 
who brought them to public 
notice. 

Shadow pictures are made with 
X-rays. Soon after their discov- 
ery, the rays were sent through 
human bodies. They pasted 
through the flesh quickly, but 
were stopped by the bones. The 
bones left shadows. A shadow 
picture of a living man suggest- 
ed a skeleton. 

In the past, I have written 
about X-rays in medicine, but 
their use in industry also is of 
high importance. Less than a 
year after Roentgen announced

used the rays to locate a crack 
in a thin piece of metal which 
had been welded to another piece 
of metal. Thirty years later, 
X-rays were employed to show 
flaws in steel to a depth of five 
inches. Today it is possible to 
pierce much thicker steel than 
that.

MILLIONS OF POUNDS of 
Shelled peanuts are sold each 
year. If little pebbles were 
mixed by accident with the 
peanuts, anyone who chewed 
them would be in danger of 
breaking his teeth. Long before 
X-rays came into common use, 
the companies which packaged 
shelled peanuts took steps to 
guard against such trouble. 

It is possible, however, for 
sharp eyes to miss hard objects 
in a tray of peanuts. Thanks to 
X-rays, we now have better 
methods of guarding against hard 
objects being mixed with pea- 
nuts which are sold.
